WHAT IS VINOL? 


It Represents Twenty Years* Work of 
Two Eminent Chemists. 


Rainy River, Ont., Oct. l l . — Five 
thousand people yesterday afternoon 
thought they would never see another 
sunrise. They were the 2,000 residents 
of this town and the 3,000 or more ref­ 
ugees quartered here. 
At 2 o’clock 
the wind sprang up and with a sud­ 
denness which w as appalling, the town 
started to bura in a dozen or more 
places at once. The men, now organ­ 
ized rushed to the flames, but the ve­ 
locity of the wind increased and their 
efforts, even with the recently in­ 
stalled high-pressure w*ater system , 
proved of no avail. 
Then, with the 
sam e suddenness with which It had 
arisen, tho wind dropped to a calm. 
Late in the afternoon the wind rose 
again, 
breaking 
into 
timber 
belts 
which had previously escaped, and 
even burning over the ground which 
had been ravaged by the fire in the 
past two days. 
Today there are 5,000 
square miles of (hillier on fire, if not a 
larger area, and reports of the finding 
of bodies are being received every few 
minutes. 
The dead will number 500 
is ‘he general belief, but General Su­ 
perintendent Cameron of the Canadian 
Northern road, who has spent three 
days in th e districts on fire, says the 
estim ate is far too conservative, and 
in support <tf this statem ent is the fact 
that so far n * system atic search has 
been marie for bodies, although there

Three* days ago fire burned over the
